(“TIA”) prepared by HDR/WHM Transportation Engineering Consultants, Inc., dated
June 12, 2007, or as amended and approved by the Director of the Watershed Protection
and Development Review Department. All development on the Property is subject to the
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recommendations contained in the memorandum from the Transportation Review Section
of the Watershed Protection and Development Review Department, dated November 29,
2007. The TIA shall be kept on file at the Watershed Protection and Development
Review Department.

2 Owner reserves for the benefit of Tracts One and Two, (1) a temporary construction
easement on and over Tracts Three and Four for the construction of a detention pond,
vanious trails and retaining walls on Tracts Three and Four and, (n) temporary
construction access easement across Tracts Three and Four for construction of non-
vertical improvements on Tracts One and Two; provided, however, Owner shall use
commercially reasonable efforts to ensure that use of this temporary construction access
easement 1n (11) above does not disturb the parkland and 1s used as secondary access to

5 If any person or entity shall violate or attempt to violate this agreement and covenant, it
shall be lawful for the City of Ausiin to prosecute proceedings at law or m equity against
such person or entity violating or attempting to violate such agreement or covenant, to
prevent the person or entity from such actions, and to collect damages for such actions.

6. If any part of this agreement or covenant 1s declared invalid, by judgment or court order,
the same shall in no way affect any of the other provisions of this agreement, and such
remaining portion of this agreement shall remarn in full effect.
